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1, The Textile and Auxiliary Machinery Factery (Fabrv'a Maezyn Iniarskich 
Penecniczych), tl. Spacerewa 10, Szozecia (Stettin) and Kamiemus Gdia (Landeshut) 
was known as the State Factery fer Aircraft Parts, Ne.2 (Panstwowe Wytwornia 
Csesci Letniczych) 1n 1947, Presumably, the preductien ef parts for aircraft 
was planned, but this was never carried out. In 1948 the name was changed to 
the Armament Equipment Factery (Wytwernla Sprzetu Uzbrejenia) at which time it 
took ever the manufacture ef military engineering equipment, In 1949, the name 
was ehanged te the Textile and Auxiliary Machinery Factery, presumably fer 
cever purpeses, 


2. . Fermerly, it was a German factery which preduced iren deers for hangers, parts 
fer submarine hatches and bulkheads, Teller mines and V 1 partes during the last 
war,

3, In.1951 the factery cnployed appreximately 900 workers, Its preduction censisted 
ef the fellewing: : 


\ a. Pontoons: enly 36 were produced between 1950 and the spring ef 
; 1951, and these were all cemsigned to the military 
. commissien ef the Armed Ferces, 
b. Bridge constructions: produced in two parte fer a bridge 250 m, long. 


0, Parts fer Ureus tracters (mud guarde, bettem plates (Beeden), seats, 
and varieus small parts for the fram). 


d. Drying installations for woel and flex, | 
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In 1948 the preductiom ef sapper equipmemt was enly im the trial stages. The 
plans for penteens and bridge constructions had been worked eut by the Seviet 
engineer, General Ovchinmikev, 


Actual preductien ef penteons started in 1950, with primitive equipment. The 
individual parts preduced im the factery eften did not fit tegether, Alse, the 
plans were. frequently altered during production, A fire engine pump was used 
fer pumping water in and out of the pentoens fer water tightness tests, A 
basin fer such trials was not built umtil 1951, The dimensions of the penteens 
were as follews: length, 6 m.; width, 25 m.; thickness ef sheet metal, 1} mm, 


Simultaneously, with the start of pentoen preductien bridge constructions were 
put in hand after previeus tests, “ince then, and up te the spring ef 1951, 
parts fer a bridge 250 meters leng have been preduced, the bridge being in twe 
parts. The bridge censisted ef iren triangles 2,5 m, high with a 2 m, base, 
(See attachec sketch), All compenent parts ef the bridge were welded, The 
bridge was appreximately 64 m. wide and the lead capacity was abeut 60 tons,
